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Box 107 j tucker, Georgia, 30083^ and was a one and one-half 
page effort by VENABLE In expressing his views on the present 
conditions In the United States as he saw them both political 
and Esocioioglcal. 

The paper contained a column-length poem by the 
Hohorable OLIVER ALLSTORM entitled "The Saddest Story Ever 
Told!', and above the poem was a photograph of a white girl 
and Negro male embracing In what appeared to be a picnic 
scene .

Second, to promote 
patriotism toward the civil government, honorable peace among 
men and nations, love among ourselves, liberty. Justice and 
patriotic association for the mutual benefit of all mankind. 



Ohio, advised that the Natbnal Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of Ohio, Inc.’s charter granted October 5, 1964, was revoked 
October 22, 1964, for the official reason that the National

On September 8, 1967, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS) was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. It was based upon the 
concept of an international "National Socialist” movement, as 
espoused by the German Nazi Party, which was headed by ADOLF 
HITLER. The ANP-WUFENS supports and follows the line of hatred 
against Negroes, Jews, and communists, through speeches, published 
literature, demonstrations and publicity-seeking devices for the 
purpose of seeking a legitimate dominant political party within 
the United States and in foreign countries. 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published dally at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this organiza- 
tion is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The George Lincoln 
Rockwell Party” and that the Virginia Assembly prohibits the use 
of ”Nazl” or "National Socialism" in a Virginia-chartered organi- 
zation. As of January 1, 1967, the official name of this organi- 
zation was changed to "National Socialist White People’s Party," 
according to Commander ROCKWELL. 

On August 25, 1967, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building.

“Imperial Night Hawk, National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan” 
with the caption “Stone Mountain . . Near Atlanta, Georgia, 
Owned Published and Operated by the National Knights of the 
K. K. K., Inc., Box 111 Stone Mountain, Georgia. The 
aforementioned newspaper indicated that it was Volume LXVIII, 
Number 1, yearly subscription of $3.00 and subscription for 
two years was $5.00, individual price, $.25. The. »hnvp 
nnwBftanap also reflected that it was published by. 


I The first article in the above paper was one letter 

by JAMES R. VENABLE, Imperial Wizard of the National Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan Association of America, Post Office 
Box 107, Tucker, Georgia, 30083, and was a one and one-half 
page effort by VENABLE in expressing his views on the present 
©ndltions in the United States as he saw them both political 
and sociological. 


The paper contained a column-length poem by the 
Honorable OLIVER ALLSTORM entitled "The Saddest Story Ever 
Told", and above the poem was a photograph of a white girl 
and Negro male embracing in what appeared to be a picnic 
scene. 


Numerous articles appeared throughout the eight- 
page newspaper, critical of the United Nations. One article 
was captioned "The United Nations is Treason." 


Under a caption "The Night Hawk Says", the follow- 
ing purposes for the publication of the Imperial Night Hawk 
by the National Association of Klans were set forth, and 
they are as follows: . 

1. To expose all Communists activities and 
organizations. 

2. To expose the Anti -Christ and their 
Satanlcal plans for destruction of the White 
Race. 


3. To restore prayer to the schools. 

4. To expose and destroy the careers of all 
politicians who willfully or through Ignorance 
or brainwashing, support the Atheistlc-Jewish- 
Communist Conspiracy. 

•5* To expose School Integrations, Open 
Housing, Mixed Marriages for what it really is.

ASSOCIATION OF GEORGIA KLANS, 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (AGK) 


A source advised on January 11, 1961, that the 
Association of Georgia Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
(AGK), was organized by CHARLES HOMER MADDOX in the Spring 
of 1960, with mailing address of Post Office Box 41, 
Bloomingdale, Georgia. This source stated that AGK is a 
new organization and is not affiliated in any way with 
the old Association of Georgia Klans which is defunct. 

It is patterned after the U. S. Klans, has the same 
general ritual, and has the same titles for its Klavern 
officers. Most officers and members are former members, of 
the U. S. Klans. The announced purposes of this organization 
are to promote white supremacy and to fight integration and 
Communism by peaceful means, and it is opposed to any type 
of violence. This source said AGK is affiliated with the 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

This same source advised on June 27, 1967, that 
this Klan group has held no meetings since April, 1965, but 
continues to send representatives to meetings of the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, with which it is affiliated. 
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DIXIE KLANS, ICNIGHTS OF THE ED’ mjX KLAN, INC. 
(DIXIE KLANS, STATE OP CEORCIA) 


A source advised in August, 1964, that Dixie 
Klans has no state organization in v^ecrgiJ^,- 'but doss 
have a few members who reside around Rossyllle, Georgia, 
and who attend meetings of that organisation in Chattanooga, 
Tennessee. The source stated that the meffibers of Dixie 
Klans v;ho reside -in Georgia are under the direct control 
and supervision of the headquarters of the organization 
located at 2523 Glass Street ^ East Chattanooga, Tennessee. 
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UNITED FLORIDA KU KLUX KLAN (UFKKK) 


A source advised on August 20, 1955, that a 
new organization known as Florida Ku Klux Klan (FKKK) 
had been formed at Macclenny, Florida, on August 14, 

1955, by former members of the Association of Florida 
Ku Klux Klan (AFKKK). 

The objectives of this group, according to 
a second source, are to oppose integration in the schools 
and to fight communism. 

Regarding AFKKK, a third source advised that 
a former official of the Association of Georgia Klans 
(AGK) formed an organization on July 7, 1953, known 
as AFKKK.' The "Morning Tribune," Tampa, Florida, 
newspaper, in its August 11, 1955, issue, revealed AFKKK 
disbanded on that date. 

A fourth source advised on October 25, 1956, 
that AFKKK operated under the same principles and bylaws 
as the AGK. The AGK has been designated by the Attorney 
General pursuant to Executive Order 10450. • - 

A fifth source advised on February 17, 1958, 
that the FKKK is operating and maintaining the same 
objectives as set forth above. 

The sixth source advised on June 28, 1961, 
that at a meeting held in Orlando, Florida, on June 25, 1961, 
the FKKK and the United Klans , Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, Incorporated, in Florida, consolidated and the . 
new organization is known as the UFKKK. 

On August 4, 1967, the sixth source advised 
that the UFKKK is still in existence in Florida and 
maintains the same objectives set forth above. 
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UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC.:, 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UKA) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton- County , 
Georgia, reflect that this Klan organisation teas granted 
a corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, under the name United Klans , Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute, 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent groups. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by ROBERT M, 
SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group 
in the South, with units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan . 

Third source advised on May 25, 1967, that the 
UKA is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON 
is the Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected 
to this position on September 5, 1964, at a National 
Kionvocation in Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that 
during April, 1966, the National Office was moved from 
Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the 
carport of SHELTON’s residence, #18 Lake Sherwood, Star 
Route, Northport, Alabama, which space he had converted 
into a room. 
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CALIFORNIA KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (CKKKK) 


Source one advised that in late August, I 966 , 
large amounts of literature were dispensed in the San_ 
Fernando Valley area of Los Angeles, advertising the ''ideals 
of the Ku Klux Klan, a California Committee", and containing 
Post Office Box 310, La Crescenta, California, and the name 
of Reverend WILLIAM V. FOWLER, State Chairman of the CKKKK. 
Also distributed 'v/as an announcement that a ‘rally of the 
CKKKK and a "gigantic cross burning" ’would be held on 
September 17> 1966, at Saugus, California. 


A second source advised that the CKKKK has attempted 
to hold tv.’o rallies, one on September 17, 1966, at Saugus, 
California, the other in an open field at San Bernardino, 
California, on November IQ, 1*966. The first rally attracted 
approximately 200 persons, half of this number being members 
of fne nev;s media. This rally -came to an abrupt halt as the 
road into the rally ’was closed in the interest of public 
safety. The second rally, v/hich attracted about 70 persons, 
never got started as FOWLER v;as arrested for holding a meeting 
wifnOut a oermit. 


A third and fourth source advised that on 
P'ebruary 19, 1967 j a meeting of the CKKKK v;as held at Los 
Angeles, California, at v/hich time several persons were 
initiated into the CKKKK. These sources advised that this 
klan group was told by FOWLER that the CKKKK was affiliated 
v/ith Georgia's National Knig'nts of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 

JAMES R. VENABLE, Imperial Wizard. The CKKKK is not incorporated 
in the State of California. ‘ 


These sources advised that the CKKKK promotes vfnite 
supremacy, calling America a "’white man's country”, the 
segregation of the races, and is anti-Jewish. 

The day-to-day operations of the CKKKK are handled by 
WILLIAM V. POV/LP^R, self-appointed State Chairman, Honorary State 
Cyclops, CKKKK, from his residence at 3^30 Mayfield Avenue, 

La Crescenta, California.

On November 26j 1957, a source advised tlhat the United 
Whit© Party (UWP) was organissed at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 26, 

1957, issue of the ’’Greenville Pieitoont,” a newspaper of Greenville, 
South Carolina, reported ’’the recent formation of a new political 
party, to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, at which many klansmen were represented. The UWP was 
reported as being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and 
individuals," 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self -described 
as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the National States Rights 
Party" (NSRP) , reported that rank and file /’States Righters" ‘had 
merged with the UWP under "the banner of the National . States Rights 
Party," with national offices at Post Office Box '261, Jeffersonville, 
Indiana, 

j In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP is com- 

pose<^ of past members of Klan-type organizations and notorious anti- 
Semites. 

Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" ■ 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabanaa. • . 


Issue No, 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as Post 
Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia.

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REVOLUTIONARY ACTION MOVEMENT (RAM) 

On November 3, 1964, a source made available a 
document entitled, "The Revolutionary Action Movement 
Manifesto" , the document having been obtained by the 
source from an individual known to be a member of the 
Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM). 

This document stated, in part that RAM vjas 
officially organized in the Winter of 1963 by Afro-Americans 
v/ho support the revolutionary objectives of ROBERT F. 

W’lLLIAMS , v.’ho was then residing in Cuba, and his concept of 
organized violence to achieve the liberation of the Afro- 
American people in the United States, This Manifesto 
disclosed that RAM had oriented its program to one of 
education and political revolution and the organization 
of a "black" political party with revolutionary objectives, 
having recognized the need for a "black I'evolution" that could 
and would seize power. RAM philosophy is described in -ihi.s 
■document as one of revolutionary nationalism, that is, one 
involving the struggles of the non-white races of the woid.d 
against exploitation and enslavement by the vjhite 
capitalist and imperialist nations. 

Regarding WILLIAMS, it should be noted that on 
AtU.gu.st 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Cliarlotte, 
North Carolina, charging him vzith Unlawful Flight to Avoid 
Prosecution for the crime of kidnaping. Subsequent to the 
issuance of this warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United States 
to Cuba, V7here he published a monthly ■ newsletter entitled 
"The Cruscider" from Havana. As of December, 1966 , VJILLIAMt 
was residing in Peking, China. 

This source, in September, 196 4 ,• advised RAM is 
dedicated to the overthrov; of the capitalist system in the 
United Stdites, by violence if necessary, and to its replacement 
by a socialistic system oriented tov'/ard the Chinese Communist 
interpretation of Marxism-Leninism. RAM is entirely non-white 
in membership, clandestine in nature, and owes its primary 
allegiance to the "Bandung World"., that is, the non-whiltf; 
races of the vjorld rather than to any national entity, as 
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NATIONAL SOCIALIST TfHITE PEOPLE’S PARTY, 

Aka. THE AMERICAN NAZI PARTY, CHICAGO , ILLINOIS 


A source advised on November 14, 1960, that on that 
date a meeting was held in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of organizing a Chicago Unit of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
which maintains headquarters in Arlington, Virginia. GfORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, National Commander, ANP, took charge of this 
meeting. 

On May 22, 1966, MATTHIAS KOEHL, self-identified as 
lieutenant, ANP, Chicago, advised that the ANP in Chicago is 
to a degree autonomous although it remains subject to the final 
authority of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL and ANP National Headquarters. 

A second and third source advised in December, 1966, 
that a directive was received from the National Headquarters 
in Arlington, Virginia, by the Chicago Unit of the ANP, 1314 
West Ohio Street, during December ,. 1966, advising that the 
official name of the organization beginning Janviary, 1967, 
would be National Socialist White People’s Party (NSWPP). 

The second source advised on July 14, 1967, that the 
Chicago Unit of the NSWPP has sent out appeals for money and 
has had printed up literature and "throw aways" under the heading 
of the "American Nazi Party (National Socialist White People’s 
Party), Natl. H.Q., Box 5505, Arlington, Va. — Chicago H.Q; 1314 
W. Ohio St." 

A fourth source advised on August 10, 1967, that the 
Chicago branch of the NSVn?P is located at 1314 West Ohio Street, 
Chicago, Illinois. CHRIS VIDNJEVICH is the Chicago leader.
